SANTIAGO, May 24 (AP) — 
The Ministry of Interior an-. 
nounced today that 500 persons 
perished in tidal waves Sunday | 
at the port of Queule and that a 
new tidal wave today killed 102 | 
persons at Aleta. 


This raised the toll to more | 


than 1000 persons dead and 500 
missing in the series of earth- 
quakes, tidal waves and land- 
slides in southern Chile since 
Saturday, the Ministry of g 
terior said. 


TOKYO, May 24 ey 
tidal waves created by the 
Chilean earthquake pounded Jap- 
anese coastal areas for seven 
hours today. Ninety persons 
were reported killed, 75 miss- 
ing and 626 injured. 

The casualties were announced 
by the semiofficial Japan Broad- 
casting Corp., which has nation- 
wide facilities for gathering and 
distributing information. 

The corporation reported 150,- 
000 were homeless—their houses 
washed away, flooded or other- 
wise damaged—and 1900 boats 
were cast adrift or damaged. 
Millions of dollars in property 
was destroyed. 

Unwarned, igen Japan 
was hit the hardest. Wave after 
wave—some 20 feet high—rolled 
in from dawn until midday, inun- 
dating 10 communities.

minute. 

The speed of tidal waves can | 
be slight or great, depending on) 
the depth of the sea. Studies | 
show that at a depth of 500 
feet tidal waves travel about 
86 miles an hour, but move at 
a fantastic 483 miles: an hour 
where the ocean is 15,000 feet 
deep.. As they move, the waves 
quickly lose height and flatten 
out, sometimes stretching 500 
miles long. 

The waves traveled 10,635 miles 
from Chile to Japan. Teeming 
Tokyo and Yokohama, sheltered | 
by Tokyo bay, were spared from | 
serious damage. 

Outside of Japan the toll of | 
dead and injured was uncertain.

Viscount Hailsham, at 
Westminster, Insists 
Action Is Urgent De- 
spite West’s Scien- 
tific Lead:

FULTON, Mo., May 24—All 
free nations must work together 
more closely and more urgently 
to preserve a system of “‘liberty 
under law,”’ Viscount Hailsham, 


Britain’s first minister of science, | 


said here today. 

The British cabinet member 
was here for the Green Founda- 
tion lectures at Westminster Col- 
lege last night and today. He re- 
viewed the world situation since 
Winston Churchill gave his “Iron 
Curtain” speech here March 5, 
1946. 

The Western Nations still hold 
a scientific lead over Russia, he 
said, but under present policies 
“our material advantage is 
dwindling away.” 

In some fields, he said, ‘‘no- 
tably those of some military 
weapons, we are in some re- 
spects behind.” 

“Unless we pursue policies al- 
together different from those 
which I think we are following 
now, the gap will narrow still 
further and still’ faster.” 

Edge Dwindling. 

That, he said, might be re- 
garded by some as “unduly 
pessimistic.” He continued: 
“pessimistic, perhaps; unduly, 
no. 

“No doubt America, Britain 
and Europe are, on balance, still 
well in the lead despite the care- 
fully stage-managed demonstra- 
tions of Luniks and space ships 
and the rest. I would expect us 
still to be well in the lead in 
1970. But I compare our relative- 
ly wasteful use of our vast re- 
sources and national income, and 
the Russian’s, deliberately 
thrifty, carefully deployed use of 
their inferior resources. Then I 
feel bound to warn my fellow 
countrymen, and yours, that our 
material advantage is dwindling 
away.” 

The rate of dwindling, more- 
over, is incréasing, he said, and 
added: - 

“If you were alarmed by the 
portent of the Sputnik in the fall 
of 1957, we will have a great deal 
more to alarm us by the fall of 
1970.” 

Needs Unaltered. 

On the failure of the summit 
conference at Paris last week, 
Lord Hailsham said: “It is pos- 
sible to take the situation more 
tragically than the facts justify. 
The underlying needs of the sit- 
uation remain unaltered. One 
solid thing which has emerged 
is the real loyalty which exists 
between the Western Allies.” 

Lord Hailsham explained at 
the outset last night that he had 
written his speeches before the 
summit conference breakup, but 
decided to let them stand as they 
were, in the main. He said that 
nothing fundamental was changed 
at Paris, but that ‘our own need 
of one another” has “already 
grown more since last Tuesday.” 

Since Churchill was here 14 
years ago, the speaker said, ‘‘the 
whole nature of the so-called 
deterrent (bomb) has altered. 
Now we are relying on mutual 
terror in a field of weapons pos- 
sessed by both, and I am solely 
convinced that if we go on indef- 
initely experimenting with these 
weapons, manufacturing them 
and stockpiling them, boasting of 
their potentialities, and keeping 
them at instant readiness, sooner 
or later a situation will arise, 
sometime, somewhere, where 
one will go off.” 

Might Be a Blunder. 

He said it might be deliberate, 
on the part of a major power, 
or the result of a misunderstand- 
ing or a blunder—even “‘by some 
adventurer in the second or third 
rank of world powers who had 
clandestinely acquired and man- 
ufactured it for reasons of pres- 
tige. 

“It might be 50 years from 
now—or it might be 10, or it 
might be two.” 

Still looking back on Paris, 
Lord Hailsham said further: ““We 
must be careful not to allow 
resentment, bewilderment, or 
anger to undermine our dignity, 
warp our judgment or destroy 
our sense of mission. We must 
never allow expediency or fear, 
or cynicism, or hatred, to domi- 
nate our thinking or falsify our 
creed.

The new 
shocks were reported occuring 
every 10 minuies 

(Ancud. a town of about 8000 
persons, about 800 miles below 
Santiago, was one of the places 
hit hardest in the recent series | 
of disasters. Chiloe island is 
about 110 miles long and 20 to 
40 miles wide. It is covered with 
mountains and forests and has a 
population of more than 100,000.) 

“But both referred to tidal 
waves in the South Pacific,” re- 
ported director Kiyoo Wadachi. 
“We could not issue a warning 
here on the basis of these re- 
ports, but we could have if we 
at least had reports of damage 
in Hawaii.” 

It was the second disaster to 
hit Japan in nine months. Last 
September the typhoon Vera de- 
vastated the Nagoya area, kill- 
ing more than 5000 persons. 

Japanese defense forces were 
rushed in. The United States Air 
Force sent two helicopters and 
a transport with life rafts, food | 
and water. | 

Hardest hit were the Honshu 
coastline, from 200 to 400 miles 
north of Tokyo, and the area 
around Kushiro, in eastern Hok- 
kaido. Hundreds of miles to the 
south, in the Toba pearl farm 
area south of Nagoya, the wave 
caused severe damage to culture 
pearl beds being restored from 
the damage wreaked by the ty- 
phoon Vera last year. 

Coastal villages from Shioga- 
ma, 200 miles north of Tokyo, to 
the northern tip of Honshu were 
tangles of wrecked buildings and 
grounded boats. Terrified fami- 
lies fled to high ground in their 
nightclothes, leaving their be- 
longings submerged. 

In Okinawa an eight-foot wave 
roiled over low-lying areas leav- 
ing at least three dead, a thou- 
sand homes flooded, hundreds of 
acres of

Wave-Hit Japanese Towns Look 
09| bike Matches Strewn in Puddle 


By ARNOLD DIBBLE 

HACHINOH, Japan, May 24 
(UPI) —I flew over one of the 
worst stricken tidal wave sec- 
tions of Japan today where 
towns and villages looked from 
the air like matches thrown cas- 
ually into a sidewalk puddle. 

The area was the Tohoku dis- 
trict of northern Honshu from 
the city of Sendai to this coastal 
village nearly 200 miles to the 
northeast. The Air Force pilot 
flew his C-47 low along the coast 
so we could see the damage. 

From the air, disaster had no 
pattern. Some cities appeared 
to be completely unscathed al- 
though they were right on the 
beach. Others suffered heavily. 

After leaving Sendai we flew 
over Ofunato where it was re- 
ported there were at least 41 
dead. Houses were surrounded 
by water. Perhaps 50 to 100 
were still flooded. 

Farther up the coast at the 
steel center of Kamaishi—a city 
of about 100,000—the waterfront 
area was disarranged as if a 


| giant fan had blown a pile of | 


| wastepaper in all directions. 

| Farther north, Otsuchi, a city 
of 10,000, appeared to have suf- 
fered severe damage. 

The next city was Yamada, Its 
bay and its inlet were filled with 
debris. It looked as if the tidal 
wave had come through with the 
force of a dam breaking. 

At Kuji City, the shoreline was 
ripped and churned like an im- 
pressionistic painting. 

In between the scenes of de- 
struction the rolling fields a 
mile away appeared untouched. 
There were patchwork fields of 
dark brown contrasting with the 
brilliant turquoise of the sesame 
crop.

House Unit Winds Up FPC 


Inquiry, to Continue Scrutiny 


WASHINGTON, May 24 (UPI) 
—House influence investigators 
completed public hearings on the 
Federal ‘Power Commission to- 
day, but announced they intend 
to keep the agency under con- 
tinuing scrutiny. 

Chairman Oren Harris (Dem.), 
Arkansas, said he was ‘“‘excep- 
tionally well pleased’’ with the 
12 days of sessions his subcom- 
mittee held on the off-record 
talks which utility spokesmén 
had with FPC members about 
pending cases. 

Harris said the hearings were 
“very fruitful, highly beneficial 
and have pointed up some very 
important matters” which the 
subcommittee would consider in 
deciding whether legislation is 
needed. 

He said staff investigators who 
have been assigned to the FPC 
would continue their study. 

Harris said the investigators 
would search also for ways of 
clearing up the huge backlog of 
cases at the FPC. Several in- 
dustry witnesses testified the 
reason they sought to talk to 
FPC members behind the scenes 
was to urge action on issues 
which had been hanging fire be- 
cause of this backlog. 

The final witness in the FPC 
proceedings was Melwood W. Yan 
Scoyoc, a Washington utility con- 
sultant, who was questioned in 
detail about a big refund case 
involving rates of the Colorado 
Interstate Gas Co. Van Scoyoc 
represented the city and county 
of Denver in the case. 

Harris said the three weeks of 
hearings on the FPC had proved

Labor, Gaitskell said, should 
seek a_ situation wherein the 
United States would agree not to 
use its own nuclear weapons 
without the agreement of its al- 
lies.

Tough Case 


An examiner for the Interstate Commerce 
Commission is conducting hearings in St. 
Louis this week on an application by the Illi- 
nois Central and Southern Pacific railroads 
for permission to buy the John I. Hay Barge 
Line Co. of Chicago. In the St. Louis hear- 
ings, objectors to the proposed deal will pre- 
sent their case, including Federal Barge Lines 
and the Mississippi Valley Barge Line Co., 
both headquartered here. The outcome will 
affect every one of us in some way. 

It will have a bearing on whether goods 
are moved in this country at economical or 
wasteful cost, and at competitive or non-com- 
petitive prices. It will have a bearing on 
whether the inland waterways, improved tor 
the national benefit out of public funds, shall 
be fully utilized or largely wasted. 

= * » 

There is national policy on these matters 
in laws enacted by Congress. These laws 
establish the principle that it is in the public 
interest that various forms of transportation 
—railroads, barge lines, airlines, truckers and 
pipe lines—should compete with each other. 
They establish the principle that it is in the 
public interest for goods to be moved by 
whatever form or combination of forms of 
transport is most economical and this includes 
preserving the advantages of shipment by 
water. 

The question whether these two great prin- 
ciples would be well served by two railroads’ 
acquisition of the Hay company is the basic 
question the ICC examiner, and eventually 
the members of the commission themselves, 
are called upon to determine. As the hear- 
ings open, it is pertinent to take a leok at the 
arguments in the case already presented by 
the petitioning railroads. How do Illinois 
Central and Southern Pacific propose to main- 
tain healthy competition by their present 
competitor, the Hay Barge Line, if they 
acquire it, and how do they propose to pre- 
serve the public benefit inherent in the econ- 
omy of water transportation? 

Testifying before the ICC examiner at 
Washington in March, the president of the 
Illinois Central, Wayne A. Johnston, was 
asked whether he would object to Southern 
Pacific’s establishing a joint rate with Hay 
to points on the Illinois Central, which woul 
be lower than the all-rail rate. He said he 
thought Southern Pacific “would be very 
cautious” about entering into any rate that 
would take away business “which now moves 
on or could move via the Illinois Central.” 

= ¥ » 

The traffic vice president of Southern Pa- 
cific, W. G. Peoples, was even franker. He said 
“definitely” that “it is our first interest to 
protect the movements (of freight) for the 
all-rail route to the extent we can. Failing 
in that, we are going to help the barge, lines 
get the business...” 

Illinois Central’s assistant 
for traffic, Howard S. Powell, testified: “Our 
first objective is for rail handling,’ Further- 
more, Mr. Powell made it clear that the barge 
line would be prevented from competing not 
only with its two owner rai but with 
any other railroads. It will not be the pur- 
pose of the railroad owners, said he, to enter 
into route or rate arrangements that would 
disrupt the traffic of other rail carriers. 

So by their own professions the railroads 
would, if allowed to buy the Hay line, use 
the line for the weakening of the two great 
principles by which national transportation 
policy seeks to protect the public interest. 
They would interfere with barge competition 
as much as they possibly could. They would 
waste the. national resource of navigable 
waterways. 

The intervenors in this case are going to 
have a hard row to hoe. It will be impossible 
in the nature of things for them to make out 
as compelling an argument against the. Hay 
company purchase as the applicants have 
already supplied.

Peril to School Bill 

Chances for adoption of the $975,000,000 
school aid bill in the House Wednesday will 
be slim indeed if Representative Zablocki of 
Wisconsin wins support for his amendment 
authorizing loans for the construction of pri- 
vate and parochial as well as public schools. 

This would introduce the inflammatory 
church-state issue which would block the leg- 
islation as effectively as it was blocked in the 
past by amendments which would have made 
federal aid to schools contingent on desegre- 
gation. The latter proposition is as sound 
constitutionally as the former is unsound. 
Both are perils because they automatically 
cancel votes. And the nation’s shortage of 
classrooms is too acute to allow relief to de- 
pend on what is-—to say the least—a side 
issue. 

We believe Catholics who are urging Con- 
gress to kill school aid unless it is extended 
to parochial schools are not only urging Con- 
gress to violate the Constitution, but are doing 
harm to the cause of religious toleration, 

A more substantial school aid bill—orie 
which provided for teachers’ salaries as well 
as for new buildings—was adopted in the Sen- 
ate after the rejection of an amendment simi- 
lar to Mr. Zablocki’s. If he and like-minded 
colleagues are sincerely interested in even a 
modicum of federal assistance, they will not 
plunge the pending measure into hope-wreck- 
ing controversy. 


Mr. Nixon on Foreign Aid 

There may be some reason to wonder why 
Vice President Nixon should take it upon 
himself to appeal to the 20 Republican mem- 
bers of the House Appropriations Committee 
in behalf of the foreign aid program, but 
there can be no quarrel with what he said. 
He appealed for the full $4,175.000,000 sought 
by President Eisenhower, and referring to 
reports that critics will seek to cut this 
amount by as much as $1,500,000.000, he said: 

“A cut of this magnitude widely reported 
in the press would, I am convinced, be re- 
garded by the world as a headlong retreat 
by our country, either as abandonment of 
collective security or as a withdrawal of our 
interest in the welfare of friendly peoples 
struggling to stand with us in freedom.” 

It is to be hoped the Vice President’s words 
will carry weight with his fellow party mem- 
bers on the committee, but some of the 30 
Democrats on the group also need prodding. 
One of the most outspoken opponents of the 
program is Representative Passman of Louisi- 
ana, a Democrat and chairman of the suhecom- 
mittee on foreign aid. Mr. Passman has 
threatened cuts of more than a billion dollars 
but there have been recent indications Mr. 
Passman has been blustering more to impress 


his constituents than actually to attempt such 
wnassive reductions. 

Congress has authorized the spending of 
$4,086,000,000 in the coming fiscal year, some- 
what less than Mr. Eisenhower requested. The 
appropriations committee is expected to act 
soon on a money Dill, and statements such as 
Mr. Nixon’s should help assure a satisfactory 
outcome. 


But What About Satellites? 


Ambassador Lodge used good judgment in 
boldly stating the United States position at the 
beginning of the United Nations Security 
Council debate on charges brought against 
this country by the Soviet Union in connection 
with the flights of U-2 airplanes over Russian 
territory. 

Mr. Lodge said the United States welcomed 
the chance to state its case and was prepared 
to show the charges were “fallacious.” He 
charged Russia with increasing world tensions 
by walking out of the Paris summit confer- 
ence and with maintaining a vast spy net- 
work, and he challenged the Soviets in the 
interest of free speech to broadcast the en- 
tire proceedings inside Russia. 

In opening the debate proper Soviet For- 
eign Minister Gromyko likewise took a firm 
stand, but his tone was more moderate than 
that of Premier Khrushchev in Paris. He 
said aerial spying was “playing with fire,” 
which is true, and he warned that “severe 
consequences” may result if the U.N. fails 
to take action to halt the flights, which the 
United States has already discontinued. 


All this is pretty much according to form, 
The U.N. debate ignores, however, one of the 
most pertinent facts of. all—that spy planes 
are likely to be outdated before long by fre- 
connaissance satellites with far greater 
potentialities. 

Whether the unmanned spy vehicles are to 
become a blessing to mankind or a source of 
evil depends on the West and the East agr 
ing on their use. Put under the aegis of the 
United Nations, these Argus-eyed devices 
could be transformed into real guardians of, 
world peace. 

Their impending development as a method 
of surveying an entire nation in short order 
means that both Moscow and Washington 
should be trying to reach an understanding on 
them. In this country a test version of the 
early-warning Mids failed last Feb. 26 only 
bechuse the launcher wes defective. A sec- 
ond Midas, launched today, went into orbit. 

The Midas, through heat-sensing infra-red 
equipment, is designed to pick up the blast 
of an intercontinental ballistic missile the 
instant the weapon leaves its pad. Presum- 
ably a number of the devices in orbits could 
detect missile launchings anywhere. Samos, 
a satellite which would send back detailed 
photographs of the earth’s surface, is reported 
to be at least two years from perfection. 

Instead of Russia and the United States 
using these amazing aerial scouts against each 
other, the legical and benevolent use would 
be for the United Nations to take them over 
and employ them so that no nation would be 
able to launch a surprise atomic attack on 
another. 

Until the U.N. comes to grips with this 
problem, talk of spying by airplane will have 
an academic ring. 


Green Light on the Meramec 


The House Appropriations Committee’s ap- 
proval of a $50,000 appropriation for the 
Army Corps of Engineers to bring ifs 1949 
survey of the Meramec River up to date is 
very good news indeed for St. Louis and for 
Missouri. Last year the committee quashed 
it at the instance of its chairman, Representa- 
tive Clarence Cannon of Elsberry. Since then, 
we believe Representative Cannon has had a 
further opportunity to look into the project 
and to sound out public opinion toward it, 
with the results already noted. 

lt will be even better news if this develop- 
ment means that Mr. Cannon is going to give 
the Meramec project the benefit of his in- 
terest and leadership, not only in Congress 
but in his home state. There is here an oppor- 
tunity to transform an area wracked by floods 
and decay into sites for industry and a garden 
spot for the recreation of a large metropolitan 
complex which sadly needs one. It’ought to 
be an inspiring picture, and we hope it will 
take hold of increasing numbers of Missouri- 
ans who want to make the most of their 
natural resources. 


Revolution in the FCC 


In its most important decision in almost a 
decade, the Federal Communicati ions Commis- 
sion proposes to monitor radio and television 
program content. 

The last time the FCC. took a hard look at 
programming was in 1946, when its Blue 
Book illustrated excessive commercialism in 
radio and merely by illustration helped to 
rectify the situation somewhat. But the FCC 
has taken few hard looks at broadcasting 
content and never a continuing look, which 
is what the new chairman, Frederick W. Ford, 
now proposes. 

Mr. Ford asks the Senate Appropriations 
Committee for $300,000 to finance a 25-man 
monitoring unit with two functions. The unit 
wouid consider and investigate the 150 or so 
complaints which the FCC receives each week, 
and would make a regular study of broadcast 
material, 

Is the new proposal censorship? 

The answer lies in the way the FCC oper- 
ates. A broadcaster must file an outline of 
how he plans to use his air time—so much 
time for discussion programs, so much for 
commercial entertainment, so much for news, 
and so much for network and local programs. 
The FCC is supposed to match his perform- 
ance against his promises when his license is 
renewed. Unfortunately, renewal has become 
almost routine. The commission has con- 
cerned itself with engineering and business 
technicalities but hardly at all with what the 
public hears or sees. Mr. Ford’s predecessor, 
John C, Doerfer, who resigned under fire, 
openly sided with broadcasters who contended 
stronger regulation would be censorship. 

It is not censorship, however, for the FCC 
to oblige broadcasters to live up to the terms 
of their trusteeship. It is not censorship to 
investigate programming and to publish the 
results. It is not censorship to inform the 
public ‘that Network A or Station B devotes 
lar more time to programs of commercialized 
violence than to programs of educational 
and cultural value. By such methods short 


of censorship the FCC ought to demand and 


ontain performance in the public interest, 
which broadcasters are licensed to serve,

The Mississippi is navigable all year 
from St. Louis south, and from March 
to November northward to the Twin 
Cities and via the Illinois River to Chi- 
cago and the St. Lawrence Seaway.

River shipping is much more handi- 
capped by low water than high water 
or floods but a fortunate circumstance 
will provide a quiet harbor on the 
Mississippi side of the site. 

The Federal Government has just be- 
gun construction of a “low water” dam 
about two miles south of the site in 
order to insure at least 9 feet of water 
over the sill at the Alton lock on the 
Mississippi 10 miles to the north.

Airway. Lambert-St. Louis Municipal 
Airport is eight miles west of the In- 
dustrial Park site. It will be reached 
within eight minutes by helicopter and 
12 minutes by highway. Private flying 
fields in Illinois are 10 to 12 minutes 
away by helicopter and 15 to 20.min- 
utes by highway. Air freight service 
is available. 

The objective of the Chamber of 
Commerce of Metropolitan St. Louis is 
to make water front sites available to 
industry at a price which will liquidate 
the investment safely but without 
profit. There are no such sites now. 

There is much good property on the 
Illinois side behind levees but there 
are no docks which can be reached at 
reasonable cost by railway within 
switching limits. There is no otker 
location on the Missouri side which 
can be brought within the switching 
limits and served by all St. Louis 
trunk line railroads through the Ter- 
minal Railroad Association.

GREGOR MENDEL: FATHER OF 
THE SCIENCE OF GENETICS, by 
Harry Sootin. ( Vanguard, 223 pgs., $3.) 
The story of Gregor Mendel is surely 

one of the strangest in the history of 

science. Born to Austrian peasant 
parents, the youth whose name would 
one day pass into every civilized lan- 
guage entered the Catholic priesthood 
because it offered the only means by 
which.a poor boy could obtain an edu- 
cation.

Gregor proved too sensitive to be a 

successful parish priest and turned in- 

stead to teaching science in high 
school. It is interesting to read that 


‘he failed his examination for a teach- 


er’s certificate, because his self-taught 
science did not please the authorities 
in Vienna. 


Subsequently supported through two 
years at the University of Vienna by 
his Augustinian order, Mendel returned 
to Brunn to teach at the new ‘‘Modern 
School,”’ in which science was empha- 
sized rather than classics, (The date 


was 1853!) He proved to be an ex- 
ceptional teacher, though he never did 
win a certificate. It was during his 
years as a high school teacher that 
Mendel took over a part of the garden 
of the monastery where he lived and 
planted the pea plants that were to 
yield the laws of inheritance. The job 
took eight years of diligent work in 
the spare time that his teaching duties 


allowed. 


The rest of the story is well known, 
In 1865 Mendel presented his report, 
ne of the masterpieces of scientific 
red ti to a world that ignored it 
altogether. Later elected Abbot of his 
monastery, Mendel abandoned _re- 
search and died 16 years before his 
great work was rediscovered, 


Harry Sootin, himself a high school 
teacher, has done an excellent job 
with this partly fictionalized account 
of Gregor: Mendel’s life. The invented 
scenes and conversations ring true, 
‘and the narrative presentation of the 
gradual emergence of the Mendelian 


laws from the long series of expéri- 
ments is quite inspited. Though writ- 
ten for young people, the book can be 
read with pleasure and profit by any- 
body. Florence Moog

Dutch Harrison put it plainly 
after he became the low qualifier 
for the second year in succes- 
sion in the local trial for the 
National Open golf champion- 
ship.

YOU ARE JUST WAITING your turn at the office water 
cooler, and you sneeze, and a friend says: 
“You got a spring cold. Better catch it before it get out 
, of hand. If I were you, I'd 
take some Hexylphlojulep.” 

‘“‘What’s that?” 

“A new miracle drug. 
Knocks out a cold before 
it' get started.” 

“How do you spell it?’ 

‘‘H-e-x--uh--h-e-x--uh, skip 
it. On second thought, bet- 
ter try asprin.” 

But you go to the drug 
store and the pharmacist 
says, ‘“Hexylphlojulep? 
Sure, It’s $8 an ounce. Do 
you want, the large one- 
pound economy size? A 
word of warning: this is a 
very powerful medicine, If 
you get any side effects, 
better discontinue it at 
once.” 

“What do you mean—side 
effects? 

“Well, for example, you 
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might hear strange sounds.” 


So you go over to the soda counter, get a glass of 
water and take a big gulp of medicine. The next thing 
you hear is a plaintive voice in your head saying, "— 
am Judge Crater. Where is everybody?” Unnerved, 
you throw the medicine away. 


The next day you go to work and another friend says, 
‘Your cold is worse. You better try that new wonder drug— 
Anticoryzamyza.” 

“Does it have any side effects*’” 

*‘Nope.”” 

The druggist sells you a dozen capsules for $11.99. You 
take four. The next morning your cold is no better—but when 
you comb your hair it comes out by the handful. 

“That medicine made my hair fall out,” you tell your 
friend accusingly. at the office. 

“That’s funny,” he replies. “It did the same thing to me.” 

“T thought you said it didn’t have a side effect.” 

“It doesn’t. That’s a top effect.” 

You throw the Anticoryzamyza capsules in the waste bas- 
ket. You should have learned your lesson by now, but you 
haven’t. Over the next few days you try the following sure-cure 
cold remedies suggested by office pals: 


1. Three glasses daily of a concoction made up of 
bourbon, vinegar, and a tablespoonful of bicarbonate of 
soda. 

2. A bedtime slug made of equal parts of vodka, 
epsom Salts and maple syrup. 

3. A mixture made by stirring a few drops or pills 
from every bottle in your medicine cabinet into a glass 
of steaming sauerkraut juice. 


On the eighth day you collapse at your desk: You wake 
up to find yourself in a hospital, and a doctor standing beside 
you just putting down a stomach pump. 

“Is my cold any better, doc?” you ask weakly. 


“Cold?” he’ replies, puzzled. ‘‘You don’t have any cold. 
What you do have is one of the worst cases of stomach fatigue 
in the history of medicine.” 

The trouble is that the rest of your life you are left 


wondering about which remedy really worked. How did you 
cure that cold?

‘Chemicals’ in Food 


WHEN I WAS A SMALL BOY, some bright green and red 
candies were colored with different derivatives of arsenic. 

The amounts, to be sure, were slight. Likewise it was hard 
enough to get a penny or two (much less nickels and dimes) 
so that I didn’t eat very much of the candy. The colors 
remained but the arsenic disappeared when I was still quite 
small because the Federal Government prohibited its use. 


All of this is just a personal way of relating the sort of 
things which took place when the pure food and drug laws 
first came into being, a development which has been growing 
gradually for more than half a century. 

Naturally, when these laws first began to have some 
teeth, there were candy-makers who felt that the Government 
was unduly “‘interfering’’ with them. Nobody thinks so now. 


Today I think we may, in some areas be verging 
on the opposite extreme. Some people are too suspi- 
cious of any material which may be added to food— 
whether the food is penny candy, or bread, or fruit, 
or vegetables. Or anything. I have, for example, a 
letter from a reader who says that he is “suspicious of 


any food which a chemical has made unacceptable to 
bacteria.” 


This is the opposite swing of the pendulum. It is one 
thing ‘to prohibit the use of things which (like arsenic com- 
pounds) can be dangerous. It is another to oppose the addition 
of anything that has an effect on food. 

Let me add another thought. When I was around high 
school age I encountered a teacher who—when I made some 
reference to ‘“‘chemicals’”—asked me what a “chemical” was. 

The question floored me. 


So the teacher pointed out that every material is 
a chemical. Everything we know about is composed of , 
some of the hundred-odd elements now known to 
science. Common salt is a chemical—sodium chloride. 
Sugar is a chemical—a compound formed of a certain 
pattern of carbon, hydrogen and oxygen. 


All things are chemicals. All foods are chemicals. They 
may be good or bad: salt, for example, has been used for 
centuries to preserve meat. Yeast for making bread is a 
complex chemical. Water is a chemical. 

So let’s not fret about chemicals in food. Let’s just see to 
it that only beneficial ones are used. And how will we do that? 
By depending on the pure food laws.

rather mine drank tea or coffee than beer. Ten mothers out 
of 12 will feed a child beer.

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Cantinflas, Mexican Clown, Worth $40,000,000 and Enjoys His Wealth

ACAPULCO, Mexico, 
May 24 (UPT). 

A LITTLE MEXICAN CLOWN 
named Cantinflas is probably 
the world’s richest movie star. 

The sixth of 15 children born 
to a poor postal employe, he is 
now worth at least $40,000,000, say 
his aids. 

He was introduced to United 
States audiences as David Niven’s 
valet, Passepartout, in ‘Around 
the World in 80 Days.’ But to 
Mexicans, he is more than just 
a rich movie star—he is a na- 
tional hero. 

Eight or 10 times a year, he 
packs Mexico’s stadiums by 
turning comic bullfighter—all for 
children’s charities. 

“Unfortunately, the bulls don’t 
know it’s supposed to be funny,” 
he said while here for the film- 
ing of “Pepe,” his second United 
States film. ‘So I am frightened 
before each fight. 

“But if you have been poor, 
you must never forget two things: 
your parents and your people. 
It is a good thing to come from 
a poor place.” 

The soft - voiced, 42- year - old 
comedian, whose real name is 
Mario Moreno,. also is reported 
to support the educations of 
countless Mexican youths and in- 
stitutions for unwed mothers. 

He lives the way Hollywood 
stars used to—six cars, five 
homes (including a ranch for 
raising bulls, which he sells), a 
yacht, a huge movie palace of 
his own in Mexico City and a two- 
engine plane, which he flies him- 
self.

Wildflower Walk Echo of Arizona’s Battle of Kilburn Canyon 


In Woodsy Setting 


“DID YOU KNOW that the oak tree in your front yard— 
the one that measures about 20 inches in diameter—is worth 
$1900? That one measuring 30 inches is worth about $4200?” 

This opening sentence in a magazine about trees was not 

designed to bring aid and 
comfort to our family. Not 
just now at a time when 
we have lost a $4200 oak 
tree and the man of the 
house is working with 
wedge and sledge where 
the professionals left off. 

We estimated that this 
venerable oak—we counted 
94 rings—was as old as 
the house, but it had been 
failing of recent years and 
its illness was expensive. 
Even so we mourn it as a 
friend as we clear away 
the debris. 


There are those 
who say of trees, 
“They’re such a mess 
and bother. I wouldn't 
have them.” (There 
are those who say this 
of dogs, too.) But a 
wooded yard has its compensations. Down in the 
corner we call “the forest,” the wild flowers now 
are in bloom—the bluebells, Jack-in-the-pulpit, exalis, 
blue phiox, and aiter a recent woodland tour, a 
sprig of the less common pink wild phlox. 


We took the tour or wildflower walk in Antonia, Mo., at 
the home of the Kemps Kirkpatricks, transplanted St. Louis 
countians who live in a beautifully scenic wildlife preserve, 
in a striking modern house which appears to grow to a hill 
overlooking the valley view, 

The story of the house intrigues me because it shows what 
a little feminine determination can do. The Kirkpatricks 
acquired this wildlife preserve (with the understanding that 
they care for the plant and animal life there) and obviously 
wanted just the right house for the setting. Mrs. Kirkpatrick 
went on a house tour and saw just the design she wanted. 
She wrote down the name of the architect—Harris Armstrong. 


She wrote to Armstrong and told him she wanted 
such a house with a few extra features such as a 
library for their books and a place for her husband’s 
collection of 40 violins. Their top budget was $15,000. 
Armstrong’s first inclination was to laugh, because 
the house she admired had cost $100,000 to build. On 
second thought he decided it would be a challenge. 
The Kirkpatricks now live in a house designed by the 
man who built McDonnell Aircraft and the American 
Embassy in Iraq. There’s a place for the 40 violins, 
too,

Antonians still visit .the Kirkpatricks curiously to see 
“the house with the tree inside.’’ It isn’t really a tree but a 
beautiful log center post for a circular stairs from living 
room to family room. St. Louisans visit the Kirkpatricks to 
see the wildflowers. We noted the ones we observed in 
official naturalist fashion: Solomon’s Seal, wild columbine, 
bellswort, Star of Bethlehem, May Apple, verbena and 
something the Ozarkians call “Hearts a-bustin’ with love.” 

It was a wonderful woodsy tour and we returned as 
enthusiastic as the group of school children who had taken 
the ‘walk and sent Mrs. Kirkpatrick a fat packet of thank-you 
notes, a few phonetically phrased, in admiration of the ‘‘pretty 
flox.”’ , 

After asking permission, we carried away a souvenir, 
the sprig of pink phlox. It seems to be flourishing down in 
“the forest’ under those big expensive, troublesome trees.

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Heirs of Possemen Killed ' 
in 1918 Fight Are Stil 


Bitter as Power Brothers 


End Long Stay in Prison

SAFFORD, Ariz., 
May 24, (AP). 

FOUR POSSEMEN reined in 
their horses on a ridge at the end 
of a steep, rocky trail. 

Below, nestied deep in the 
Galiuro mountains of southeast- 
ern Arizona and far from the 
nearest settlement, was a two- 
room log cabin. 

The lawmen dismounted. Two 
walked toward a front corner of 
the cabin. Two moved to the 
other side. 

An elderly man, rifle in hand 
and dressed only in long under- 
wear, stepped from behind the 
heavy canvas that served as the 
cabin’s door, walked several 
yards and peered into the 
shadows. 

The gunfire broke the pre-dawn 
quiet of that cold February morn- 
ing in 1918, in a battle which is 
fresher in the minds of Arizonans 
than the famed gunfight at Tomb- 
stone’s O.K. Corral. 

Three minutes later there was 
silence. Four men were dead. 

Sheriff Frank McBride was 
sprawled on his back, his head 
cradled in a bush, a bullet hole 
in his right knee, two in his ab- 
domen, one in his head. 

Deputy Kane Wootan lay with 
his head down a slight incline, 
one boot over the back of Deputy 
Mart Kempton. Wootan was shot 
in the back; Kempton in the neck. 

Old Jeff Power lay in front of 
his mountain home, a fatal rifle 
slug in his chest. 

Inside the cabin were the Power 
boys—Tom and John—and Tom 
Sisson, an old Army Scout and 
employe of the family. 

John was ‘slashed deep in the 
face by splinters blasted off the 
log framework. Blood trickled 
down the left side of Tom’s face 
where flying window glass had 
struck him in the eye. Sisson 
was unhurt. 

The fourth member of the 
posse — United States Deputy 
Frank Haynes — escaped un- 
harmed and spread the word. 

The Power boys and Sisson 
fled and for 26 days eluded a 
posse of more than 3000 men, in- 
cluding about 200 United States 
cavalrymen. On March 8, 1918, 
the fugitives surrendered 14 miles 
below the Mexican border. 


The brothers and their friend 
were sentenced to life in prison. 
John, now 70, and Tom, 68, 
spent more time than any other 
men behind those walls. Sisson 
died in prison in 1957. 

Only twice in the long years 
did the Power brothers have an 
official hearing in an attempt to 
gain their freedom. Eight years 
ago they were turned down. 


At a recent hearing, however, 
the State Board of Pardons and 
Paroles recommended commuta- 
tion of sentence. Gov. Paul Fan- 
nin signed the order freeing them 
and their release from prison 
came late in April. 

Heirs of the possemen never 
have forgotten and _ consistently 
opposed commutations. 

“You can feel an undercurrent 
waist deep in the area now,” says 
Graham County Sheriff Skeet 
Bowman. ‘‘They say time heals 
all wounds. It hasn’t worked in 
this case.” 

For 42 years the Battle of Kil- 
burn Canyon has been told by 
word of mouth until fact is so 
imbedded with fiction no one can 
say for certain who touched off 
the bloody gunfight. 

The lawmen had ridden into 
the isolated camp in the moun- 
tains to arrest the Power boys 
for draft evasion. These were the 
war years and the brothers had 
not registered as required by law. 

The Power brothers swear they 
were ambushed in the dark by a 
posse that gave no warning, no 


indication of being officers and 
shot their father down in cold 
blood. 

The McBrides, the Kemptons 
and the Wootans say the lawmen 
walked into a trap and were 
gunned down. They believe 
Haynes’s testimony that the Pow- 
ers were waiting and the first 
shots came from the cabin. 


And, the three dead officers 
left 19 orphans. 

The Power brothers are mild- 
mannered, soft spoken old men, 
their legs. still bowed in the 
parentheses of horsemen, their re- 
ceding hair turned gray. Each 
lost the sight of his left eye in 
the gunfight. 


Tom has been offered a job 
in Snyder, Tex. John wants to 
move to Silver City, N.M., and 
live alone. He has some money— 
about $12,000—left to him by 
Sisson. 


Tom and John have been trus- 
ties for years. They have worked 
outside the gray walls and say 
the modern world is no stranger. 


“‘How can we hate or be bitter 
against the people who have 
fought to keep us‘here so long?” 
says Tom. ‘‘We don’t know them, 
have never seen them. We'll 
leave people alone if they’ll just 
leave us alofte.’’ 

Here is the story the brothers 
tell of that fateful morning: 

They didn’t know the date they

Old Frank ‘Wootan, brother of 
the slain deputy, and still straight 
and tall for his 83 years, turns a 
partially deaf ear, looks at a 
shaking hand and says, ‘I would 
have felt like shooting them down 
once. Maybe I’m past that now.”’ 


One of the Kemptons—Glenn, a 
bishop in the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-Day Saints 
(Mormon) — has forgiven the 
Powers. The others have not. 

Frank Wootan says he checked 
out Haynes’s statement and “It

were to register for the draft 
until a week past the deadline 
when the news finally trickled 
into the mountain country.

Eleanor Roosevelt : 
South Atrican Cruelties 


HYDE PARK, May 24. 


I HAVE JUST READ two letters written from South Africa 
and they confirm and point up the fact that what is going on 
there resembles more the Hitler period and the attack against 
the Jews in Germany and the Stalin regime in the Soviet 
Union than anything we have known since. 


Pm sure many of you have read in newspaper - 
accounts of native fathers and mothers being torn 
. from their homes, leaving unprotected children to get 
along as well as they could and maybe to starve to 
death. And this is being done not only to the native 
population but, by order of the Government, to the 
Indians and to the white people who have shown any 
‘sympathy with the natives and who have expressed 
any disapproval of the apartheid policy. 


The Government seems to be in the hands of the people 
who were defeated by the English in the Boer War, and now 
the English, who might be expected to behave more reason- 
ably, seem to be dominated by the Boers. This is an intolerable 
situation and one which is bringing about cruelties that one 
would not expect in civilized nations. ‘ 


The particular letter that I have in hand tells of a mother 
and a father—the man a professional, educated and a South 
African citizen of long standing—who were taken away in the 
middle of the night, leaving unprotected in their home four 
children between the ages of 3 and 16. This couple and many 
other people who have been arrested are not being allowed any 
contacts with the outside world and no petitions have been 
accepted on their behalf. 


Our metropolitan newspapers tell us that a number 
of children—some natives and some white who have 
lost their parents—organized and took a petition to the 
authorities. They were first denied the opportunity to . 
_ present it, but finally succeeded in doing so. However, 
while the older children were talking to the authorities 
inside a building, the younger children were all taken 
to the station house by the police. On discovering this 
when they emerged from the building, the older ones 
- dashed frantically to join the smaller children, pleading | 
- that they had organized the group and that they should 
be in prison with the younger ones. 


This is incredible, and the world conscience should join in 
protest against such cruelties and such curtailment of the right 
to express one’s opinions and to differ from Government 
thinking in a civilized country. What an example this is for 
South Africa to give to the new states now coming into being. 
Is this what democracy means? If so, democracy has fallen 
very low. .

FORT-DE-FRANCE, 
Martinique. 

IT WAS 8 O’CLOCK in the eve- 
ning. We three women were hav- 
ing a leisurely dinner when the 
maid brought in three letters. 
Berthe muttered something about 
more taxes, or an advertisement 
of some kind. 


And so I casually tore open the 
envelope to read: 
Le General de Gaulle 
President de la Republique 
Francaise 
President de la Communaute 
et Madarhe de Gaulle 


Prient Madame Adele Starbird 
de bien vouloir assister a une 
Reception a la Residence du 
Prefet le Dimanche ler Mai 1960 
a 21 heures. In the lower left- 
hand corner it said; Tenue de 
Soiree, which meant that formal 
dress was required. ' 

It was the coveted invitation 
which had been the subject of 
so much conjecture in Fort-de- 
France, and of such feverish 
preparation that I was irresist- 
ibly reminded of the ball for 
the Prince in Cinderella. 

The Residence of the Prefect 
together with the mysterious 
tropical night furnished the set- 
ting for a brilliant scene. I have 
never seen a handsomer group of 
people, the women beautifully 
gowned, the men in uniform or 
summer formals with rows of 
decorations. 


There were six people in the 
receiving line: Gen. de Gaulle 
and Mme. de Gaulle, the Prefect 
and his wife, the Minister for 
Overseas Affairs and his wife. 
The General wore the white mess 
jacket of the summer uniform, 
his only decoration the broad red 
ribbon of the Legion of Honor, 
which as President of the Re- 
public he is obliged to wear. 

People who know him intimate- 
ly have always spoken of his con- 
sideration and good manners. I 
was impressed by the courtesy

with which he greeted his guests, 
and later listened to the folk 
songs, which he had heard once 
before. He had been through a 
grueling day, but he refused to 
sit down, even for the songs, be- 
cause there were ladies standing. 
The Chief of Protocol, who was 
billeted with the American Con- 
sul, told me that of all the en- 
tourage that left Paris with the 
General, only three were left; the 
others had to be replaced. And 
some members of the press said 
that he had worn out three teams 
of reporters and photographers. 


De Gaulle, however, did not 
look tired. It was obvious that 
he was happy to be back on 
French soil. Here he was the 
host; he was at home; and these 
were his people, both the white 
and the colored. 


About half of the guests were 
whire, either colonials, who con- 


stituted one per cent of the popu- | 


lation, or officers and adminis- 
trators from France with their 
wives. The other half ran the 
whole scale of color from ob- 
sidian to ivory; these are the pro- 
fessional men and elected offi- 


- 


cials; they have been educated 
in France and are men of gen- 
uine culture. The women were 
so beautiful as to be really 
dazzling. 

But it was to the First Lady 
of France that all eyes turned 
with gratitude because she rep- 
resents so perfectly all that is 
best in the French tradition. She 
is so very feminine, compact, 
competent and self - effacing. 
Her three points of beauty are 
the grave sweetness of her eyes, 
the lovely carriage of her head, 
and a skin camellia-white and 
smooth. 


She wears her dark hair loosely 
waved to a soft chignon at the 
back. Her gown was of very 
dark violet or Burgundy net, a 
subtle color hard to: define; it 
was made with little cap sleeves 
and a modest decolletage. I was 
seated directly behind her during 
the folk dances, and could admire 
the whiteness of her arms, and 
her very pretty elbows. 

I saw her again the next morn- 
ing. She was wearing a dark 
purple dress and a toque of palest 
lavender. It occurred to me that 
she might be in half-mourning, 
perhaps for the brother of Gen. 
de Gaulle. 


We were back at Didier, a sub- 
urb of Fort-de France, when their 
plane flew over on its way to 
Guadeloupe, their last stop before 
Paris. I thought that perhaps of 
all the sacrifices they have both 
made for their country, this was 
perhaps the greatest sacrifice of 
all, this dedication of the autumn 
of their lives to a public life so 
at variance with their quiet 
tastes.

minerals. A physician, Dr. D. C. 
Jarvis, relates: , 

“The ocean serves as a mixing 
bowl for the mineral elements 
washed from the land.” 

Kelp plants stand ouf among 
seaweeds for their greater ten- 
dency to gather up the minerals 
in ocean water. Chiefly during 
the present century, people have 
learned to eat parts of kelp 
plants. , 

Special machines are used to 
gather kelp. These machines 
have cutters which operate a few 
feet below the surface and slice 
sections of the plants. 

Beds of kelp off the California 
coast have proved of high value. 
A harvester may cut and load 
40 tons of the seaweed in ‘an hour. 

The kelp is dried and ground 
into powder. Several companies 
use the powder in preparing kelp 
tablets, which are sold at some 
drug stores. Iodine, iron and po- 
tassium are among the minerals 
in kelp.
